Just reoently Sunderland local council decided© int their generousity to open 
their underground Bunker to the public.As if it wasnt fishy enough, a looal 
council revealing secrets.those off us who new Sunderland cuncil had our doubts 
as the most theyd ever done for the local CN© group before was to let them hang 
a banner on the bridge,this despite supposedly being a nuclear free zone (they 
st^ll have shares in Uranium miners RTZ though) .lever the less along I went to 
see what was on offer.Outside the Bunker was a queue of mainly CHD types,with 
the odd member of the public having been attracted by the press coverage in the 
local papers.As soon as we were inside,the doubts began to appear-ifc. wasnt even 
below ground! Ve were then given a guided tour of the three rooms that comprised 
the bunker,one was empty except for a stack of chairs and a table,the next one 
had six or seven phones,which looked like they had come off the set of a thirties 
film,a load of maps a pens etc a radio,though one which was very strange,and lots 
of other little bits and pieces.The other room was much the same ie full of maps 
ans suitably impressive documents and equipment.In the rooms were council offici¬ 
als ready to answer questions.On the face of it the council had come clean and 
proved their honesty to the public and voters,and everybody toddled off home 
happy to think that if the worst came to the worst the councillors wouldnt be 
much better off than anyone else‘However there were a few cynics there and when 
we discussed it later a few things came to light.If it was supposed to protect , 
against fallout and blast.why did the walls have cracks in,and why wasnt it air- 
tight?If the -coucillors had to live there for a couple of weeks why wasnt there 
anywhere to keep food?Where were the toilets?why was there no modern equipment 
there?everything was out of date.Why did theofficials present not answer the 
awkward questions,like who decides whos saved and who isnt?All in all very 
suspicious t the obvious conclusion was that we hadnt been shown all the bunker or 
there was another one .Unfortunately there seemed to be only a few people who not 
noticed these things, the majority went away pacified and it looked like the 
council had got aw*y with it .When the councils position was seen it became obvi¬ 
ous that we had just been witness to a vote seeking opperation- the council is 
labour and is like most labour councils Aot as popular as they would like*They’d 
opened the bunker to please the CND contigent but it would hardly offend anyone 
else,even the truest blue tory couldnt take offence at that so they won both 
ways. 

The moral of the story is never trust politicians, even when you thik theyre 
on your side,theyre only out for themselves*
